It was im- 
mediately rejected as unaccept- 
able by U.S. chief negotiator 
James J. Wadsworth. 

In its present form it would 
give the Soviet Union the right 
to hold three annual inspections 
in Britain plus three in the 
United Statés. The two Western 
countries, on the other hand, 
would together be entitled to 
no more than three inspections 
on Soviet territory.

It would give the Russians 
twice as many inspections in 
the two Western coyntries as 
there would be allowed on the 
vast Soviet territory, 

Britain and the U.S..favor an 
annual quota of about 20 in- 
spections. They consider a 
much smaller number of an- 
nual on-site inspections as in- 
sufficient to prevent a violation 
of a nuclear test ban treaty. 

Introducing his proposal, Tsa- 
rapkin said 20 = inspections 
per year would be “‘much too 
high,” “unrealistic” and “unac’

Aug. 6, 1945, and then led in a 
group of B29s for the atomic 
bomb drop over the city.

plexity of Japan’s economy 
which has been booming since 
late 1958. 


The Japan Management -Asso- | 


ciation (Keizai Doyukal), 
of Japan's leading financial and 
business organizations, Tuesday 
sounded a warning against the 
possibility of recession in the 
second half of this fiscal year 
1960—October to next March. 


The Bank of Japan was less 
pessimistic, but said at least 4 
per cent of the nation’s ecoiu~ 
mic activities should be care- 
fully watched during the same 
period. Doyukai and the Bank 
of Japan had somewhat dis- 
agreed since the beginning of 
this vear in such economic pre- 
dictions. 


On the other hand, the Gov- 
ernment’s Economic Planning 
Agency voiced optimism for the 
next six months in its monthly 
economic report. 


Doyukai feared there would 
be a “business recession” or a 
need to control production be- 
tween October and March if the 
current production boom pick- 
ed up any further strength by 
September. 


It therefore called for a posi- 
tive economic policy by the 
Government to stimulate de- 
mand to match the production 
increase. 


The Bank of Japan said about 
60 per cent of Japan’s economy 
would continue to be stabilized, 
but that the rest might decline. 
EPA saw no fear of a produc- 
tion glut or international pay- 
ment deficit because business 
activities were still going 
strong in June with no sign of 
a letdown. 


Chemical Fiber 
Output to Rise 


The International Trade and 


Industry Ministry Tuesday de- 
cided to permit an increase in| 


production facilities for four 
major chemical fibers—high- 
tenacity rayon yarn, nylon, 
vinylon and tetron.

by 28.288 tons, nylon by 15,434) 


tons, vinylon by 14.896 tons and 
tetron by 16.236 tons. 

MITI will commence accept- 
ing applications for increase in 
production facilities for such 
items from early August.

Sir Pierson also referred to 


the “numerous unidentified 


submarines” found lurking in the neighborhood of U.K. 


naval exercises. 


Sir Pierson did not say—although he might well have 
done so—that British upholding of the three-mile limit 
for territorial waters make modern methods of espionage 
on her domestic activities from the sea an easy matter. 

In all the circumstances of the case, there is reason 
for believing that the Russians have brought the charge 
against the United States in the Security Council either 
to cover up an unlawful action by their air force or as 


a purely propaganda move. 


Whichever explanation is the 


true one,-it seems a great pity that an unfortunate incident 
has again been made the occasion for heightening the 
tension between the two big powers. 


On the general subject of espionage, or “intelligence- 
gathering,” or whatever we like to call it, we can only 
reflect that the best remedy would be to do away with 
the international tensions that cause the leaders of the 


nations to sanction a resort 


to it, but that any country 


is more to blame for the system than the others we believe 


is doubtful. 


The extent to which it is now being carried is 


a measure of the distrust which exists between the nations.

Conservative Leader Lays Bare Backstage Machinations 


What goes on behind the 
scenes of Japanese politics is 
seldom brought to light with 
explicit attributions and identi- 
fied characters. People are 
shown only what the actors, 
after many a scheming back- 
stage, want the audience to see. 
Significant events, dealings are 
only “said or rumored” to have 
occurred. 

Such a rule has been broken 
recently, however, by a princt- 
pal actor himself in the drama 
~—Bamboku Ohno who was one 
of the three primary contenders 
for the top conservative leader- 
ship until the very last minute 
before the Liberal-Democratic 
cenvention of a fortnight ago. 

With two magazine articles 
he signed and a statement he 
made at a press conference, the 
oldtime politician has revealed 
with astonishing candor what 
does go on under the table, con- 
firming much that has been 
printed or whispered as specu- 
lations. 

What he lays bare and by so 
doing seems to condemn are 
two elements in conservative 
party politics: intrigue and cash. 
And he is the victim of both 
according to Ohno. 

In the August issue 
widely read monthly Bungei 
Shunju, which hit the nhews- 
stands three days before the 
July 13 convention, Ohno de- 
scribes what went on before 
the similar event of December 
1956.

Three Candidates 

At that time, there were 
three candidates—Kishi, Ishiba- 
shi and Ishii—and numerous 
factions, among them one head- 
ed by Ohno.

Okubo replied: ‘“‘The 
Finance post has already been 
given out to Mr. (Havato) 
Ikeda. Would the Agriculture—

Mizuta?” 


Bitter Lesson 


But Ohno bargained hard 
and finally succeeded in giving 
the better post of International 
Trade and Ministry Minister to 
Mizuta and also secured three 
other pests for his own follow- 
ers. 

Learning a bitter lesson, 
from this experience, however, 
Ohno has never given coopera- 
tion to Ishibashi since then, he 
writes.

is not the last time 
“doublecrossed” by

Ichiyo Higuchi was a gifted 
young woman of the iatter 
part of the 19th century who 
mainly in the 24th and last 
vear of her short life wrote the 
masterpieces for which she is 
famous today. Chief among 
those works is “Takekurabe,” 
which together with “Nigorie” 
is presented in English transla- 
tion now in a handy informa) 
format, with, however, rather 
questionable merit in a most 
important point—the quality of 
English used. 

Ichiyo Higuchi employed 
distinctly individual style in 
which an eloquent running to- 
gether of narrative, conversa- 
tion and commentary in one 
rich flowing sweep, owing 
much to the older classic liter- 
ary style of Japan, was a prime 
characteristic. This, in some 
respects, seems almost a classic 
parallel to the more modern 
stream-of-consciousness writ- 
ing—and in a faithful rendi- 
tion, this flowing style should 
perhaps be retained as much 
as possible. 

The translator Seizo Nobu- 
naga probably had no such 
fine point in mind in rendering 
his version; but having no 
choice but to follow the text 
very literally, he gets into in- 
volved long sentences in which, 
unfortunately, the “stream-of- 
consciousness” on the part of 
the reader is abruptly brought 
short by such sentences as 
“They look so happy that they 
have their parents in pairs of 
receptable conduct!” or “Oriki, 
following her nose, went on.” 

“Takekurabe,” which means 
literally a comparison of phys- 
ical height and has poetic con- 
notations as a literary allusion 
meaning the process of chil- 
dren growing up is rendered 
quite vulgariy and inaccurate- 
ly as “Teen-agers Vying for 
Tops,” whilé the equally poetic 
title “Nigorie” which literally 
means a murky or blurred 
image, comes out as “In the 


Book Review 
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Gutter.” There seems to be a 
certain affectation on the part 
of the translator in his liking 
for such expressions as “kick 
over the traces,” “vying for 
tops,” ABC of housekeeping” 
and other facetious terms that 
have their proper place, but 
not necessary as he seems to 
see fit. 

So much for the translation. 
Actually, the contents shouid 
no doubt take precedence; but 
contents suffer a great impedi- 
ment when presented poorly, 
and Ichiyo Higuchi deseryes 
better. - 

“Takekurabe” is a poignant 
work in which the authoress 
gives a delicate portrayal of a 
group of precocious youngsters 
growing out of their childhood 
into the first troubled awaken- 
ing of approaching adulthood. 
These children lived just out- 
side the famous geisha quarters 
of Yoshiwara, where even the 
innocence of childhood was 
touched by the blight of the 
neighborhood. Ichivo admir- 
ably caught the vibrant spirit of 
childhood and the poignancy 
of “Growing Up,” as the novel 
is called in a not-so-detailed but 
more readable transiation of 
the same by Seldensticker as 
seen in Donald Keene's Antho- 
logy. 

“Nigorie” is the story of a 
prostitute and her former lov- 
er, a tale of sordid circum- 
stances told in the same rich 
narrative style, and not with- 
out its own particular bite and 
humor as well as pathos—if 
such can be sifted out from 
the translation. How can one 
feel any proper emotion for 
the dead lovers when reading 
“You Know how crazy she was 
after that fellow! So I think 
she had to deny herself in hon- 
or to his pleasure at last. . 
leaving the reader rather puz- 
zied as to just what attitude 
the woman is implied to have 
taken before being killed by 
her lover. 

By all 


means Ichiyo 
guchi's “Takekurabe” and 
“Nigorie” are. literary works 
that deserve reading but if at 
all possible, in another version.

Ohno himself renounced his 
candidacy on the day of the 
convention, however, because, 
as he describes it, “the cash 
spread about by the Ikeda fac- 
tion snatched away many poten- 
tial voters” from the Ishii-Ohno 
coalition and it was necessary 
for the anti-lkeda camp to close 
its ranks. 

“I will never again run in 
such an ugly race,” the veteran 
party politician observes in the 
weekly. He rejects election as 
a means of choosing a party 
president because “it is under 
the spell of intrigue and cash.” 
But if an election becomes 
necessary, Ohno suggests, every 
voter should sign his ballot so 
as to keep on record who votes 
for whom,

Peace 


To the Editor: 

A nonaggression pact among 
all nations is a prerequisite of 
any such plan as I have in 
mind. Contained in this pact 
would be a provision permit- 
‘ting an international exchange 
of citizens of all walks of life. 
The exchange of citizens would 
be in operation for the life of 
the pact, which should be 10 or 
20 years. y 

A controlling unit, appointed 
by the Government, would be 
situated in the capital of. each 
country. This body would have 
the responsibility of assigning 
committees and organiza- 
tions throughout the country to 
the task of obtaining homes 
for the visitors. Labor, religi- 
ous, veteran, and civic organi- 
zations can, and should, cooper- 
ate with the Government in 
contacting citizens who would 
host visitors in their homes, 
and others who would like to 
visit in foreign lands. These 
organizations can either rely 
upon the generosity of their 
members, or contact others by 
advertisements. 

These organizations 
also sponsor meetings, or tele- 
vision and radio broadcasts, 
which would feature the visit- 
ors. In this way, these citizens 
could publicly express their 
gratitude and feelings toward 
the country and the people. 
Also, when citizens of each 
country returned from visits 
abroad; they would, at a meet- 
ing or on a broadcast, tell their 
fellow countrymen of their ex- 
periences. 

The language barrier that 
may be created because of the 
differences in nationalities 
would be compensated for by 
interpreters furnished by the 
Government. 


Employers could help further 
the project by allowing their

tries. The trip would be fi- 
nanced by the Government. 
Thus, the citizens would not 


have to bear the expense of the 
trip and would be more cooper- 
ative and eager to participate. 

Evidently, personal contact is 
the essence of the proposal. 
The peoples of a country know 
oniy what they read or hear. 
It is only through an exchange 
of citizens, such as I propose, 
that the peoples of the world 
can begin to know, understand, 
and trust one another. This 
exchange of citizens is, in reali- 
tv, an exchange of ideas, of 
ideals and, of values. 

In this way, people would 
see how others live, work, play, 
govern, and worship. One of 
the binding principles in. our 
country a commonness of 
customs and a universal know!l- 
edge of the customs. The cus- 
toms of all lands may not be- 
come common, but there will 
be a better knowledge and un- 
derstanding of the people and 
their customs. 


If Soviet Russia and Com- 
munist China want peace with 
the nations of the world, they 
will open their doors to the 
citizens of the world to visit 
and possibly live in their coun- 
tries, 

The expense of such an oper- 
ation would be no more than 
that which is spent on waging 
and defending against war. 
Even if the monetary expense 
of this proposal were more 
than we are now spending, the 
added expense would be com- 
pensated for by the lives that 
would be saved. 

I cannot put into writing all 
the benefits that will come 
about as a result of a program 
of this kind. Also, consider 
the wonderful advancements 
that all nations can make if 
atomic power is used for peace- 
ful purposes rather than to 
wage war.

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Changing Face of Russia 
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Privileged Upper Crust 


Enjoys Comfort, Power

This is the fifth in a series of

MOSCOW—Give a revolution 
—any revolution—time, and it 


* will begin to build a layer of 


fat around its waist. To a voy- 
ager, one of the most startling 
things about the Soviet Union 
today is the bulge it has devel- 
oped. 

There are, of course, no Red 
equivalents of the Vanderbilts, 
Morgans or Rockefellers. But 
in this huge and complex social 
structure that took 40 years to 
form, you. will already find a 
privileged class that can satis- 
fy its every whim—and that 
enjoys great political power to 
boot, 

Consider these vignettes of 
life among the privileged: 

‘A Russian I know returned 
goggie-eyed from a visit to the 
suburban villa in which govern- 
ment leaders and their aides 
seek their repose. “The Amer- 
icans” he said “brought a model 
of a modern house here last 
summer, and thought they’d im- 
press our top people. Why, 
that was a sad-looking shack 
compared to the villa I saw— 
an expanse of giass, flat roof 
surfaces, luxury.” His descrip- 
tion came when I criticized the 
hideousness of the great new 
housing blocks now dominating 
each major city. 

Art Collectors 

A scientist. describing the 
trouble he had finding a suit- 
able gift for a colleague: “You 
understand that we couldn't 
just give him an ordinary gift. 
He is too important for that. 
So we decided to buy him a 
painting by some master. 
There is a man who has a 
large selection of such works, 
from Rubens to Repin, and he 
selis them if the price ts right.” 

Russia's privileged class is 
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A Volga car—a prize in a 
Kiev department store, 


now avidiy In the art-collecting 
business. Ilva Ehrenburg, the 
famous writer, has probably 
one of the world’s outstanding 
collections for French impress- 


jionist art—but at least he 
knew these masters personally. 
For many others the fad is 


now modern Soviet impression- 
ists, who have great talent but 
are not allowed to exhibit their 
disturbing works in official art 
shows. 

At the premiere of “My Fair 
Lady” in the handsome Army 
Theater here, one saw two 
shows. One was the sumptuous 
and witty show on the stage. 
The other was the privileged 
class on display—no top party 
leaders, but a good choice of 
generals, deputy ministers, men 
from the party apparatus, writ- 
ers, producers. One found here 
more decor, ultra-sophisticated 
talk and hand-kissing than at 
a comparable event in the 
Paris opera. The less import- 
ant bowed and scraped before 
the more important, arbiters of 
taste and. journalism  pro- 
nounced their verdicts, and la- 
dies displayed their tightly- 
eorseted bodies, their low neck- 
lines, and now and then their 
impressive jewelry. 

-By Achievement 


The difference between these 
people and’ similar gatherings 


in New York, Cleveland 
or Toronto is that this is an 
aristocracy of achievement, 


rather than inherited wealth or 
a lucky upturn in the stock 
market, These men and wom- 
en are where they are as their 
reward for services to the 
party—as mass-organizers, or 
managers of industry, or ma- 
nipulators of public opinion. 
They are rewarded richly—but 
their rewards halt the moment 
their services are deemed un- 
necessary. 

At the very top of this vast 
pyramid stand not the fabulous 


“Four Hundred” as in New 
York but one unostentatious 
4,000. These are the members 


of the party presidium and of 
the. -huge central committee 
machinery, marshals and gen- 
erals, cabinet miinisters and 
their ladies and governors of 
the immense state economy. 


Their salaries may seem in- 
adequate by our  yardsticks: 
formal pay. of $600 a month 
would be regarded as very. 
high. But this is a society in 
which money is not the true 
measure of well-being. What 
the state provides for them oft- 
en cannot be bought for money 
—Vvillas outside Moscow and in 
the south: handsome  apart- 
ments; automobiles; travel 
abroad, and a myriad of little

Its size is not 
easy to define, but a Russian 
who belongs to it puts it at 
between 800,000 and 1 million. 
These are party officials in Mos- 
cow and the provinces, govern- 
nent bureaucrats, colonels and 
generals, men who run the na- 
tion's 105 economic districts, 
managers of great industrial 
plants, editors of party news- 
papers throughout the country. 
On a little more modest scale, 
the comforts they enjoy are the 
same as those commanded by 
the thin upper crust. 

At one time not long ago the 


range of their privilege had 
become so conspicuous that 
Khrushchev had to put some 


limits on it. The use of state 
automobiles for private ends, 
for instance, was curbed, and 
the exclusive shops for the up- 
per class were shut down. 
“But,” says the same Russian 
“it. did not hurt anyone. Our 
economy is now affluent enough 
to meet nearly every whim.” 

Perhaps the most highly re- 
warded group in the Soviet 
Union embraces scientists, as 
well as what Lenin once called 
“engineers of souls’ —writers, 
artists, actors, producers and 
journalists. Their annual rou- 
ble incomes may run into six 
figures, apart from all other 
perquisites, 

Open End Account. 

Konstantin Simonov, for 
instance, has what may be call- 
ed an open-end bank account 
—his earnings from books, 
plays, movie scenarios and 
songs are so immense that he 
can draw from the bank any 
amount he desires. Since 1957 
(when he ran into trouble by 
allowing subversive ideas into 
the magazine he edited), he has 
been living in splendor in 
Tashkent, with occasional jun- 
kets to Moscow or Paris. He 
is married to the daughter of 
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lottery—is on display before a 


the commander of the Tashkent 
military district. 

But lesser lights do well, too. 
“A- remarkable publishing ven- 
ture, a weekly novel printed on 
cheap newsprint in editions of 
half a million copies and se!!- 
ing for 25 cents each, brings 
the author upward of $14,000, 
A “cellar” article—one that oc- 
cupies the bottom haif of the 
page—in Pravda or Izvestia 
pays $1,000. A _ brief radio 
broadcast pays $100. 

There is, however, one thing 
which distinguishes this seg- 
ment of the privileged class 
from its brethren. Despite the 
compliments lavished on it, it 
enjoys no_ political power. 
Writers and such are the camp 
followers of the party, and 
whenever they deviate from the 
line retribution is swift. The 
party cannot allow engineers of 
souls to start tinkering with the 
sensitive mechanism of ideas, 
opinions and moods. 

As much as possible the priv- 
ileged class avoids public dis- 
play of its rewards. Yet, it 
cannot keep them secret. A 
writer is slapped down for liv- 
ing like a great landlord of 
Czarist days and even riding to 
hounds. A factory manager is 
reprimanded for using state 
money and materials to build 
himself a sumptuous home. 

Avoids Display 

An evening of political satire 

saw in Kiev made merciless 
fun of unfairness in distribu- 
tion of choice apartments, of 
nepotism, of contrast between 
well-being for the manager and 
scarcity for the worker—and 
the huge audience cheered the 
sallies. I heard criticism of 
Simonov and of Alexei Adzhu- 
bei. K’s own son-in-law, for 
their rich rewards (“it’s unfair 
in a socialist society”). 

But in a society of scarcity, 
the state is compelled to re- 
serve its goodies for its most 
important and useful servants. 
The charmed circle is widening 
as the Soviet Union steadily 
becomes richer. I have shared 
tables in the nation’s best res- 
taurants with common workers 
on their day off and with col- 
lective farmers come to gawk 
at big cities. Only once did I 
see a shabbily dressed man told 
to go eat elsewhere—with a 
contemptuous remark about his 
obvious poverty. 

For many families of rela- 
tively well-paid skilled workers 
an evening in a fancy restau- 
rant is a monthly event to 
which everyone looks forward, 

At this moment, however, the 
privileged circle remains nar- 
row, and the contrast between 
the privileged and the have-nots 
in a society dedicated to equali- 
ty is an amazing sight. 
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
